covers simply one point, viz,, that the trial of
a civilian by a military commission in a State
not the theatre of actunl hostilities Is illegal.
It expressly recognizes the palidity ol such
trinla #n the States thal were in rebellion.
1t also recognizes the legality of the suspen-
slon of the writ of habeas corpus and of
what were termed “‘arbitrary arrests.” Had
it not been for the law of 13863, providing lor
the discharge ol persons held in custody by
the military authorities in the loyal States,
siter & United States grand jury had been in
session and adjourned without finding indict-
ments against them, such persons might have
besn held prisoners during the pleasure of
the military suthorities, as long as the
writ of habeas corpus was suspended, It
was slmply because of this provision of the
law that Milligan was entitled to his release,
Without it, by the decision of the Court, he
could still have been held a prisoner, although
ke could not legally have been tried by a
military commission so long as the regular
pperations of the Courts in Indiana were not
obstructed by war,

There is, therelore, in this decision, very
little %o wurrant the patriotic rejoicings of
some of our old-time “Copperhead” journals,
The things that they most complain of,
namely, “arbitrary arrests”—or, as one of
them poetically expresses it, the “invasion of
the dwellings of citizens at midnight,” and
the “dragging them from their families with-
out process, warcant, or authority,” ete, ete,.—
are not touched by this case, or, rather, are
impliedly sanctioned by it,

The New Steamship Line on the Pacifio.
